The sequel of tho affair was that 
two Chinese, Chan Kam and Chung 
Pang, appeared before Mr. R. E. 
Lindsell yesterday charged with ex- 
hibiting . notifications without a 
permit from the Secretariate for 
Chinese Affairs, . 

Mr, Somorset Fitzroy prosecuted, 
whilst the accused, who wore not 
defended, enterfd pleas of “not 
guilty?" 

An Mitcit Gathering. 

Outlining the case for the pro- 
secution, Mr. Fitzroy said that 
between cight and ten men gather- 
ed with baunera in Queen's Road 
Central, nea¥ the Central Market, 
‘where.there was somo firing of 
crackers and a certain amount of 
disturbance, The two accused 
were each carrying a red banner. 
Chan Kam's banner bore tho first 
slogan quoted above, and Chung 
Pang's the other. :

“After somewhat protracted 
negotiations a sugar. sale of con- 
siderable dimensions was recently 
made to Russia. The basis of the 
purchase was the sale of 135,000 
tons of Cuban raws at’ 1.56 cents 
f.o.b. to the British refiners, who 
in turn and by agreement will con- 
vert Into white sugar ‘and ship to 
Russian ports during the coming 
months.” , ‘ 

“The British Government, It Is 
reported, have guaranteed up to 80 
per cent. of the cost, they having 
made the necessary financial ar- 
rangementa with the Soviet Gov- 
ernment. 

“A factory on the Clyde is now 
concentrating exclusively ‘on the 
manufacture of this sugar.” 

The accuracy of the information 
was confirmed in Greenock last 
night, although nothing is definite- 
ly known os to the actual financial 
terms made by the British Govern- 
ment. In Greenock, extra employ- 
ment, direct and Indirect, will be 
provided for a largo number of 
workers, and it is understood that 
the refineries concerned are those 
of Messrs, John Walker & Co., and 
the Glebe.

A Grave Position. 

The source of lend poisoning in 
these cases haa ‘finally beon 
traced to face powders, 
which are apparently mado 
in China-and contain varying 
amounts of lead’ carbonata. - The 
Inst case quoted had two powdora, 
one consisting of pure lead carbon- 
ate and the other containing 82.7 
per cent. of that snalt,, Othors 
analysed had ‘G0 per cent. 47 per 
cent. and one o trace only of lead 
carbonate but the girl using the 
Intter, although not complaining of 
any symptoms had o lead line’ 
on the gums and: basophilic 
atippling of erythrocytes.

Valuable Collection For 
Cremona,

‘ Rome, April. 30, 

Cay, Giuseppe Fiorini, the hend 
of the Gorman Lute’ Associntlon at 
Munich, haa presented his valuablo 
collection of Stradivarius relics 
to the elty of Cremona, the birth 
place of the famous inatrument 
niaker.’ It consists of about twonty 
wooden models of viols and violins, 
all in perfect, condition and covers 
ing the whole range of Stradi- 
varius’a long careor. One of tho 
models is inscribed in the maker's 
own hand, “1690. For his Royal 
Highness the Grand Prince of 
Florence.” There {s also the mode) 
of a “pochette,” with a ‘ten-inch 
body and disproportionately long 
Buch as wore, used by 
dancing-mnsters whon thoy went 
to glve Icasons, as the body of the 
instrument could easily bo put In 
the pocket. Another model {a that 
of a violin dated 1691, ‘which 
Stradivarius used to make another 
instrument in 1736, when ho was 
ninety-two years of age. This Int- 
ter instrument is said to be in the 


posscasion of tho celebrated coy- 
cert-player Busch, 

The collection includes ‘several 
bundles of letters referring to the 
sule of musical ‘instruments, writ- 
ten by Puolo and Antonio, the son 
and grandson of Stradivarius, 

The collection is now enormous- 
ly valuable, and an American 
amateur recently offered a large 
sum for it, but the owner, with n

MUSICAL PITCH, 


New Instruments For Army 
Bands. 


After an ogitation that has lasted |. 


nenrly forty years tho bands of, the 
British Army are to be supplied 
with now fixed-pitch instrumonts at 
the low pitch now univoraal, 

Until 1869 there waa no standard 
of mualcal pitch, which Is doter- 
mined by the number of double 
vibrations in a second necessary to 
produce a given noto, the pitch ris- 
ing as the vibrations increase. Tho 
pitch used by nearly all the great 
composers down to the: time of 
Becthovon represented approximate- 
ly 422 vibrations a second for the 
note A above middle C, but with tho 
growth of military banda in tho 
early days of Jast century the pitch 
rose, owing to the - more brillant 
effect of a high pitch, and In thls 
country the Philharmonic Society 
Introduced a high pitch under Sir 
Michacl- Costa, which. gave 452.6 
vibrations. for A. 

“Diapason Normal.’ 

Admirable as waa this high pitch 
for purcly orchestral music, it was 
very tryifig to vocalists, who were 
compelled to sing music by classical 
composers nearly a whole tonc 
higher than the pitch at which it 
was composed. So in 1869 the 
Trench Government appointed: a 
commission to decide this question 
of pitch, and as a result, a standard 
of pitch was established in Franca 
by Government edict, which fixed A 
‘at 435. vibrations. Thia low pitch 
was soon adopted generally, and in 
1896 the Philharmonic Sociaty drop- 
ped ity high pitch and, made the 
French . pitch known’ as the 
“diapnson normal,” its standard 
with a very small difference, the 
Philharmonic A. being 439  vibra- 
tions, four vibrations n second 
above the French,

‘Why Discard Juries’ Riders?: °, . 


URIES as a rule, impressed with a sense of their own importance, 
have an irresistible inclination to adding riders to their verdicts, 
Sometimes these riders are more ridiculous than their verdicts: 
sometimes they are perfectiy temperate and rational. It would be 
quite an education to have compiled a record of juries’ riders in 
this Colony during the past five years, and, by singling out those 
that are acclaimed by public opinion to be timely and reasonable; 
give the net result of the effeet of such riders cn those against 
whom they have been primarily aimed, : : 
Two tragedies in Police annals arc recalled ry the calamitous 
j affair at Lok Ma Chau in which a young British wife lost her life 
after a residence of only about five weeks in the Colony, Firstly, 
there was the shooting of Sergeant Glendinning at Tai-O Police 
Station by an Indian, who committed suicide after setting fire to the 
Station, from the verandah of which Mrs. Glendinning and her 
baby were saved by 2 most fortuitous circumstance. Six years later, 
due primarily to an attack of fever, Sergt, Blackman anded his 
life in an outstation, there not being a white man for miles around. 
: In each of those lamented tragedies the jury added a rider to 
their verdict that there ought te be two European Police officers 
posted’ to each outstation. That was a suggestion that ought to 
have occurred to the responsible Police authorities long before the 
calamitous incidents occurred. There ought to have been no need 
for a jury to remind the authorities of their duty by those serving 
in what is otherwise one of the finest Police Forces im-the whole of 
the Orient. But there was a need, and the jurics in the two cases 
woukt have been remiss in their duty had they not added the riders 
mentioned to their respective verdicts, : 
A.third tragedy has occurred—this time at Lok Ma Chau. We 
ure impelled to ask: Why were not the juries’ riders in the two 
earlicr tragedies given effect to by the authorities? Why should 
three more lives—a young British Iady and two Indian constables— 
be sacrificed at this Inte date—twelve years after the Glendinning 
tragedy and six yeurs after the Blackman tragedy? Were the 
juries’ riders regarded as superfluous or presumptuous—porhaps 
even impertinent? If so, then there is a very wide cleavage between 
the opinion of the civil community and the opinion of the responsible 
authorities. . 
A ridiculously feeble effort has been made to lure the public into 
the belief that there were two European officers stationed at Lok 
Ma Chou and that, therefore, duo effect was given to the jurics’ 
(riders of 1918 and 1924.- But wo must ask: is it not a fact that 
Sorgt., Madgwick, who has suffered an irreparable loss, was in sole 
'charpe of the Lok Ma Chau Station? Is it not « fact that Sergt. 
, Gardiner iz in command of the Water Pollce launch which patrols 
the river; is out all day: and only comes in at night to sleep? Is 
that the proper conception of the suggestion thet two European 
officers ought to be attached'to each out ‘station during the whole— 
i and ae a hae each twenty-four hours? Why have the author! 
les failed us 6

KING CAROL. 

King Carol's recent return to 
Roumanin was helped by the fact 
that the country hns been pass- 
ing through a period of unrest 
and depression of such a nature 
as to predispose the people to any 
radical change. The fall in the 
price of cereals has caused 
universal distress among the 
peasants, and created a tendency 
to financial panic. There have 
been runs on some of the 
strongest bunks, and a law has 
been passed making it'a crime to 
apeale or write anything damug- 
Ing to the national credit. This 
Is defeating its own purpose, but 
in other respects the Government 
formed by the Peasant Party 
under Dr. Maniu has proved 
capable and courageous. The 
Council of Regency, which has 
the ‘country — since 
Carol's flight and King Alexan- 
der's death, is credited with sup- 
porting the Liberal Opposition 
This is the party of “big busi- 
ness” for long le by the Bratianu 
family.’ The now king’s return 
has doubtless een prepared by 
the Government, King Carol’s 
military and domestic records are 
not reassuring, but perhaps he 
hos learned his lesson... He will 
face heavy demands on his char- 
acter and ability, notably the 


tbringing about of better relations 


between old Roumania and its 
stendying of the country through 
some very difficult years. ; 


AIR LINKS. ; 


’ The probable Hnking of Aus- 
tralian air lines with the mail 
service from the Dutch East In- 
dies to Holland—-one of the most 
efficient services in the world— 
makes the decision of. the’ Aus- 
tralian point of contact o matter 
of interast. The choice lies be- 
tween Darwin, “Wyndham ‘or 
Derby. The two last-named are 
alrendy in contact ‘with the 
western side of the Continent, 
The route ,between ‘Kupang on

Aeroplane navigation over the 
ocean Is not yet precise, as wind 
influences are hard to estimate, 
and the risk and consequences of 
error are much less on the 
journey to the West Australian 
ports., Jf Darwin is missed, there 
ig only the open aea beyond. Fur- 
thermore, the weather favours 
the southern routes. © Wyndham 
has an average annual rainfall of 
27 inches, as ngainst Darwin's 
66, and is further from the centre 
of monsoonal disturbances. This 
part of the jonrney is the longest 
sen crossing on the air voyage 
to Grent Britain, and it is im- 
portant that the decision should 
be one of “safety first,”

Ono of the unforeseen results 
of the trafle congestion in Paris 
is that motoriats are now forget- 
ting their cars, just os other 
peopié forget tliefr umbrellas.

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SAFETY GLASS. 


Difficult Problem to Keep 
Out Dust. | 


One of the most difficult pro- 
blems with which the manufac- 
turors of safoty glnss have to con- 
tend Is that of kooping the fne- 
tory free from dust. Safety glass 
ia composed of what may bo term- 
ed ao snndwich, consisting of a 
shest of cellulold botweon two 
sheots of glass; but, [f in the pro- 
coss of manufacture, the tintest 
spock of dust intrudes between the 
colluloid and tho glass, the shect 
1s completely ruincd, and has ti 
bo scrapped. y 

This material was frat manufac- 
tured in England on a commercial 
scale by the Triplox Safety Glass 
Co., Ltd., Willesden as long ago as 
1912, To cope with the ever-grow- 
ing demand, anothor large factory 
was ostablished a year or #0 ago. 
That {8 situated at King’s Norton, 
near Birmingham, and finds em- 
ployment for some 1,500 work- 
people. 

The manufacture of this 
material naturally calls for moti- 
culous care. In tho first instance 
the glass passes through a 
washing machine where it 
Is cleaned, dried, and given 
n secret coating. It then 
passes through a refrigerated sec- 
tion, dried again in a heated tun- 
nol and sprayed with a coating of 
spocial enamel. After this. it. is 
again sent through a drying tun- 
nel, and delivered to the depart- 
ment where the sheets of prepared 
celluloid are waiting. 

The three pieces of the snand- 
wich, after a further spraying with 
warm liquid, are placed togcther, 
and squeezed. A permanent bond 
ia then formed by placing the as- 
sembled sheets in presses, where 
the application of pressure and 
heat Is brought into play. When 
the sheets have been trimmed, 
sealed, polished, inspected, and 
tested, they are ready for brand- 
ing, with the Triplex mark, and 
subsequent packing and despatch. 


SPEED QUESTION. — 


‘Higher Figure with 
Hood Raised. 


A correspondent of the Autocar 
writes: The other day,’ when at 
Brooklands with my De Soto two- 
seater,, I’ had rather a queer ex- 
perience. : ;

AN OLD STORY. 


Canton, Yesterday, 
The military conference which 
waa called by C.-in-C, Chan Chai- 
tong to take place on July 24 at 
Wuchow, has been postponed, 
awaiting the arrival of Generals 
Li Yang-king and Wony Yam- 
wan, who are unilerstood to be on 
their way from the front to 
Wuchow to attend the mecting. 
The conference will solve the 
problems for the extermination 
of the insurgents and the re- 
habilltation of Kwangsi. After 
the conference, C.-in-C. Chan 
Chai-tong will proceed to Laipo, 
Pinglo, Kungcheng, und other 
cities on an inspection’ tour, 
Genéral Retreat, 


. Under the pressure of the Gov- 
ernment troops from various 
directions, which may prove too 
strong for them to resist, the 
Kwangsi-Ironside remnants ore 
said to be preparing for a general 
retreat to Kweichow province.

A thunder storm struck Pakkal at 
6 p.m, and it came so suddenly 
and with so great force that

CHANGE OF VIEW. 


Wang Ching-wei Against 
Dictatorship, 


(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

 Tientsin, Yesterday. 

Considerable importance is at- 
tached to a statement made by 
Mr. Wang Chiny-wei at a meet- 
ing of Pressmen in Peking yester- 
day, as it may probably lead to 
developments in Northern politics, 

Mr. Wang declared that the en- 
larged plenary session of the 
Kuomintang was expected to -be- 
vin carly next month, and the 
proposals to be presented, for dis. 
cussion included: (1) Arrange- 

‘ ments for the calling of n People’s 
Convention; and, (2) the calling 
of the third National Congress of 
the Kuomintang. 

In expressing his‘ opinion re- 
garding the setticment of national 
political problems, he emphasised 
that democracy should be fully 
developed hereafter and that the 
#0-called political tutelage should 
be done away.’ 

Finally, he said that he agreed 
with Marshal Yen Hei-shan_ re- 
garding a national constitution to 
be made through a National Con- 
vention, whereby n constitutional 
Government could be established, 


An Antidote. 


In another statement, Mr, 
Wang’ declared that he advocnted 
the full developrient of local sclf- 
government so that it could con- 
atitute an antidote to political dic- 
.tatorship in the Central Govern- 
ment. Party propaganda must be 
atrictly conducted on the lines of 
healthy democracy and people's 
aclf-government. 


In view of his above  state- 
ments, Mr. Wang has apparently 
abandoned his former idea of 1 
Kuomintang political dictatorship, 
to which he fondly clung when 
he stayed in Hong Kong on the 
ground that it is necessary for 
the Kuomintang Party to carry on 
its sacred mission of Chinese re- 
volution in this tranaition pertod. 

Mr. Wang's sudden chanye of 
view in constructive politica, 

rhaps, may make it posable for 

im to co-operate faithfully with 
the Northern military lenders, 


surprise. Several have been shot 
at the spot and many suspects 
were brought back to Kongmoon 
to face the tribunal yesterday. 

On account of the unceasing 
rain during the «last three daya, 
many houses have been 
washed away by floods rushing 
down from the hills at Sunning.

KOWLOON THEFT CASE. 


An intricate case was montioned 
before Mr, Whyte-Smith at the 
‘Kowloon Magistracy yesterday 
morning when five Chinese men, 
four of whom were stokers and one 
an engineer, all employed on tho 
Government steam tender Stanley, 
at present up for sale, were charged 
with tho theft on July 7 of nine fire 
bars and a quantity of lead pfping, 
the proporty of the .launch, which 
ia lying in the Yaumat! breakwater. 
‘Tho first four defendants pleaded 
guilty to the larceny and all said 
that it was from instructions re- 
colved from the fifth man (who 
appeared in the dock in uniform) 
that they did ft, The engincer 
denied this and said that he did not 
know anything about it. 

No Evidence, 

Prosecuting, Detective - Sergeant 
‘Humphreys said _that the Police 
were offering no avidence against 
fifth defondant, as {t was on the 
word of the four atokers that he 
was arrrested with them. On Fri- 
day, morning, the engincer (fifth 


defendant) went to Mr, V. H. W. 
Chittenden, boatswalil, Government 
SHpway, and reported that a picce 
of the auction pump had been ro- 
moved, and he suspected the second 
man, When the latter was’ found 
and questioned he admitted stealing 
it, and said that wit the other 
threo atokers they stole from tlie 
orders of the fifth man. . 

Mr. Whyte-Smith remarked to 
Sergeant Humphreys that the Police 
could not have it both ways. They 
would elther have to make fifth 
defendant ay complainant to give 
evidonce against the first four men 
as defendants, or vice versa. It was 
clear that there was no ovidence of 
larceny against the first four. 

Magistrate Puzzled. 

The fact that five of them appear- 
ed together inthe dock, seemed to 
his Worsh{p to be incongruous. 

The prosecuting officer intimated 
that the muin witness for the pro» 
‘secution——the marine store dealer, 
to whom the articles were sold by 
all five men, who divided the money 
received by tho sale—had since 
absconded. He could not withdraw 
tho charges without the permission 
of his superiors. He added that he 
would have to conault the Public 
Prosecutor in regard to the Magis- 
trate’s suggestion. : 

‘The case was accordingly remand. 
ed to Tuesday morning.

rates nisa ‘of all Lines operating to 
‘Burope via Suez (Lines providing 
Ist. and 2nd, Classes) are identically: 
the same. That there Is some 
understanding between the various 
Companies Is the » obvious: truth. 

There isn’t a Shipping Company 


serving the Far East in the pas- 
senger traffic that has had the 
courage to try the experiment, of 
Tourlst Third Cabin Class. Cer- 
tain “wiseheads” said that {t woud 
not pay; but the White Stor and
